British Conversations 
with U.S.A. 


SOUND BASIS. 

Mr. William = Graham, M.P., 
President: of the Board of Trade, 
speaking — at Middlesbrough on 
December 9, expressed the hope of 
an agreement with America in the 
use of gold reserves, which, would 
provide on a sound basis o great 
credit structure and so minister te 
nh common recovery. 

The Government had pursued 4 
quite definite programme in dealing 
with unemployment and providing 
for the reorganisation of industry, 
but they could not accept a pro- 
tectionist solution, Great Britain 
would gain absolutely nothing by a 
prohibitive tariff on imported iron 
and steel. Not only wound there be 
adverse reactions on shipyards 
which, unfortunately, were at a 
yery low point in tonnage output, 
and on the engineering industries, 
but it was quite certain that Euro- 
pean competitors would retaliate 
with still higher tariffs on our 
export manufactures and other 
commodities. One-third of our 
trade was done with Europe, “and 
retaliation was a futile policy 
for Great’ Britain. The Government 
had accordingly to consider other 
steps to be applied, nét only to iron 
and steel, but to the other great 
basic industries.  . 

Export Credit Scheme. 

In the first place, notwithstand- 
ing the great burdens which rested 
on the State, every effort would be 
made to avoid an increase in taxa- 
tion, Secondly, the Government 
would develop the export credit 
scheme on sound and constructive

LIFE INSURANCE, 


SCHEME FOR 2 CO-OPERATIVE 
ADVERTISING. 

At the annual joint-meeting, in 

Chicago, of the Life Insurance 
Sales Research Bureau and the As~ 
sociation of Life Insurance Agency 
Officers, the value of the ‘proposed 
U.S. national co-operative advertis- 
ing campaign for life insurance was 
emphasised by several speakers. 
_ Mr. Albert Linton, vice-president 
of the Provident Mutual, who, as 
chairman of the. special committee 
to formulate the ‘proposed nation- 
wide campaign, has done most’ in 
furthering the movement, declared 
that approximately £70,000 of 
the £100,000 required annually was 
in sight as a result of the “ex- 
pressions of interest” signed by 30 
of the leading life insurance com- 
panies of. the country. That docu- 
ment, while not a pledge, was devis- 
ed nt the annual meeting of the 
bureau last year as the most effec- 
tive means of ascertaining the 
sentiments of the life {Insurance 
companies toward the campaign, 

Mr. Frank L. Jones, vice- 
president of the Equitable Life of 
New York, chairman of the bureaux 
executive committe, who presided, 
expreased keen. regret that the cam- 
paign was not under way, declaring 
that it would do much to alleviate 
the serious condition created by the 
widespread lapsing of policies by 
persons who had utilised thelr 
policy reserves os a result of the 
executive committee, who presided, 

Many other prominent Ife agency 
officers echoed the statement of Mr. 
Jones, while Mr. D. Gordon Hunter, 
of the Phoenix Mutual Life, which 
has been conducting . its own na- 
tional advertising campaign, elted 
the success of hia company’s éfforts, 
and declared that its benefits are 
just a small example of what could 
be expected if all of the companies 
would join in a co-operative cam 
patgu.

Having been held in custody at 
His Majesty’s pleasure for more 
than seven months, Mahatma 
Gandhi was released yesterday, 

Interviewed by Reuter’s repre- 
sentative on. the platform at 
Chinchwad, near Poona, where he 
was walting fora train to take 
him to Bombay, Gandhi declared 
that he was keeping an open mind 
on the present political situation. | 

He did not wish to commit him- 
self until he had conferred , with 
hia colleagues, and especially with 
Sir Tej Badahur Sapru and other 
members of the Round Table Con- 
ference, who were now returning 
to Indie from London, i 

Gandhi stressed ‘the desirability 
of the immediate release of all 
political prisoners sentenced for 
carrying out his civil disobedience 
campaign. or.

The procession 
Gandhi was so huge that progress 
was made at a snail's pace, 
Gandhi at length appealed to his 
admirers ta disperse, The responac 
was immediate, but vast crowds 
besieged the house where Gandhi 
Is staying. He repeatedly appear- 
ed on the baleony, and finally ap- 
pealed, “If you love me, go home 
and spin me some yarn."

Gandhi, in an interview, said that 
even if after consulting hia friends 
from the Round Table it were 
found that Mr. MacDonald’s state- 
ment warranted co-operation by 
Congress, the right to picket could 
not be abandoned, “nor the right 
of starving milions to manufacture 
salt.”

Need for a Committee 

on Design. 

The Secretary to tho Board of 
Admiralty has revealed that owing, 
to the ratification of the London 
Naval Treaty, five new types of 
men-of-war are now being. design- 
ed for the British Fleet. In view 
of the errors of constructional 
policy which have been committed 
since the Armistice’ was signed, in- 
volving the country in an expendi. 
ture of many millions of pounds, 
the time’ has come when a Com- 
mittee of Naval Designs should be 
appointed, empowered to atudy the 
new naval situation in its political, 
economic, and strategical aspects, 
and to prepare a naval programme 
for a series of years, writes Sir 
Archibald Hurd in The Observer. 

Such a committee would reassure 
the taxpayers that the money, des 
voted to naval construction will 
be spent to tha best possible ad- 
vantage; it would. ensure & 
methodical placing of orders in. the 
shipyards and armament establish- 
ments; and it would, as Mr. 
Winston Churchill with his  ex- 
perience as Firat Lord of the Ad- 
miralty has stated, reault in 
economies, It would, above all, 
ensure regularity of work and thus 
alleviate the troubles due to unem- 
ployment in the shipbuilding dis- 


-| tricts. 


Under the terms of the London 
Naval Treaty, the smount of ton- 
nage distributed among the various 
types’ of men-of-war—cruisers, 
dertroyers, . and submarines—is 
fixad. It only remains for experts, 
naval officers. familiar. with the 
strategical problems of the Em. 
pire, and naval architects with 
wide experience of the use of 
materials, to decide how that ton- 
nage should, be allotted and the 
various units constructed so as to 
obtain the largest measure of 
offensive and defensive power. 


A New Naval Situation. 

For the peoples of the British 
Empire are confronted with new 
naval problems. On the one hand, 
this country’s increased depen- 
dence on overseas supplies, includ- 
ing 70 per cent. of its food, and 
the growing seaborne trade of the 
Dominions, Colonies, and Depen- 
‘dencies, render tho adequate pro- 
tection of the trade routes a vital 
matter, a matter of life and death. 
In the aecond ‘place, the strength 
‘of the fleet with new and unexplor- 
‘ed responsibilities under the 
treatios and pacts concluded sinco 
the signing of the Peace’ Treaty, 


'T has bean greatly decreased. In tho 


third place, the standard of British 
strength ta now stabilised on a 
tonnage basis in relation to the 
navies of the other great maritime 
Powers.. We are no longer free 
agents, but must conform to limita- 
tions of tonnage so strictly defined 
that it is a matter of the ‘utmost 
importance, from the strategical 
and economical ‘points of . view, 
that assurance should . be doubly 
sure that the ships to be built are

Owing to precipitate action of 
the Admiralty in the past twelve 
‘years, vast “sums*have “been spent 
on men-of-war which it is Row con~ 
ceded could either have beén saved 
or laid out to much ‘better ad-' 
vantage—as, for Instance, in build-, 
ing cruisers, destroyers, and sub- 
marines, of which there is an in- 
creasing shortage. It is not pos- 
sible ta do more here and now 
than to state the facts very briefly. 
From the naval point of view, the 
Great War solved, for the time at ' 
least, the age-long sea problem of | 
Great Britain so far as European 
waters are concerned. It awept | 
away the fleet of Austria-Hungary; 
it set limits to.the expansion of the 
German Navy,.which becamo mere- 
ly a coast defence force; and it re~ 
duced the naval power of France 
and Italy, for during !the...Grcht 
War these countries were too pre- 
aceupied in defending’ their land- 
frontiers to build ships: of war. 
When the Pence Treaty waa con- 
cluded, the British Fleet was far 
atronger in every type of ship than 
the combined Navies of the whole 
of Europe. That superiority was’ 
most marked in armoured ships— 
battleships and  battle-cruisors. 
Germany had been bereft ‘of all 
such vessels of modern design; 
France and Italy had not Jaunch- 
ed a single armoured unit : built. 
On the other. hand, since 1913 no 
fewer than fifteen British battle- 
ships and battlecrulsers had been 
put into the water. 11" 

Unnecessary: Battleships, 

In face. of this - enormous 
superiority, the Hood, of 41,000 
tons ‘displacement—they. largest 
man-of-war hitherto ' designed— 
was launched {nm 1918;:-'prepara-+ 
tions for laying down four even 
greater ships, reported to be of 
50,000 tons, were made: in aubae- 
quent years, to be abandoned in 
accordance with the terms of the 
Washington Treaty; and the Nel- 
Rodney of 36,000 tdns were built 
later on, So far as the balance of 
power in. European waters was 
concerned, there was no occasion 
to design those seven ships, of 
which three were completed at a 
cost of £18,667,763, —

Another outstanding invention

Captain Aikman also referred 
‘to the useful inventions:-of patent 
Nogs, by which one could deter- 
‘mine accurately. the nature of ‘a 
ship’s travel. But in particular 
he would mention the echo 
By this it was 
possible to transmit a sound from 
the ship’s side down to the bot- 
tom of the ocean, and back again 
immediately. With logs worked 
by a line the-operaticn took 
about five minutes, by which time 
a ship would have travelled about

There had been great improve. 
ments’ as regards passenger ac- 
commodation, too. But notwith- 
standing the increase in the num- 
ber and size of ships, the num- 
ber of passengers carried had not 
in the main changed very much, 
Apart from the fact, for instance, 
that the new Empresses were 
about four times as big as the old 
ones, the number of passengers 
was about the same.

After referring to other com- 
forts, including the installation of 
refrigerating apparatus aboard 
ships, Captain Aikman said that 
it had been laid down that inven- 
tions went along, and machinery 
improved, but one factor remain- 
ed constant, That was the human 
element. The study of personnel 
aboard ships was therefore all- 
important. They endeavoured to 
anticipate human weaknesses, not 
only from the navigating point of 
view, but in consideration of

My English. host slipped into 
high and the gallant little car 
began to purr through the wood- 
smoke scentéd dusk in the direc- 
tion of London.

DEBATE ‘TO CONCLUDE WITH 
DIVISION. 


LIBERALS ABSTAIN,

Conservative lawyer, declared 
that his party and country gen- 
erally desired that the measure 
should be clearly phrased to en- 
sure that no Government was 
ever again harassed by such an 
event as the general strike of 
1926, me 

Lord Advagate Hitcheson main- 
tained that the measure simply 
amended the injustice which the 
1927 Act had imposed on Trade 
Unions and declared that it con- 
tained nothing which. interfered 
with ordinary common law. 

Sir John Simon asked the Gov- 
ernment to state whether, if the 
events of 1926 recurred, ‘the pre- 
sent Bill would make them legal 
or illegal. The debate is con- 
tinuing.—British "Wireless Ser- 
vice. :

This man Chan Sam-tal (41), a 
native of Pun .U, stated that his 
junk, a trader, beara Hong Kong re- 
gistration No. T-1188-H, The 
vessel left Hong Kong about noon 
on Monday bound for Tau Shan in 


the Sanning district, Chinese ‘tor-’ 


ritory, . . 

She had on board a crew of six 
men, three women, a boy and a girl, 
and, her cargo consisted of 499 
sacks of rice, 200 sacks of cement, 
50 sacks of mellon seeds, 700 sacka 
of flour, and 190° sacks of sugar, 
warth together ‘at $14,682. The 
cargo was shipped by the Wa Fung 
Tai firm of 91, Connaught Road 
West, ground floor. 

Danger of Swamping. 

All went-well on the voyage untti 
about 11 pm. on Monday when the 
Junk was about four miles to the 
south of Ling Ting Island. Sudden- 
ly a squall arose, the sea became 
rough and too heavy and, the junk 
was in danger of being garried 
headlong in front of the wind.

Over Sixty Thousand 
Miles of Air Routes.

Washington, Dec. 19. 

Sixty-six: regularly scheduled air 
routes, operating in North America 
from Herschel Island, north of the 
Arctic Circle in Canada, all the way 
south to Panama, are shown on 8 
new map issued by the U, S. Navy 
Hydrographic office. 

It is published on. the backs of 
the pilot charts of the upper air 
for the North Atlantic ocean and 
the north Pacific ocean. For the 
trans-oceanic flier they perform the 
game function as the pilot charts 
issued ‘for the benefit of sea naviga- 
tors. 

The map shows a total of 60,928 
miles of scheduled air routes, but 
this includes two routes that extend 
into South America. 


Pan American. Airways. 

The longest line represented is 
the Pan American Airways, with 
9,729 miles, including the South 
American extension. The longest 
line shown operating within the 
United States is Western Air Ex- 
press, with 6,131 miles. A few 
months ago this company merged 
with T.A.T.-Maddux, which is 
shown with 2,001 miles. : 

Four separate routes between the 


Atlantic and the Pacific coasts are, 


shown, The northernmost is from 
Poston to Albany, Buffalo, Detroit, 
Grand Rapids, Milwaukee, St. Paul, 
Miles ‘City, Butte, Spokane, and 
Seattle. c 
Or, one can go from New: York 
to Cleveland, Toledo, South Bend, 
Chicago,, Omaha, Cheyenne, Salt 
Lake City, Reno and San Francisco. 
Farther south one could take a plane 
at Philadelphia, fly to Pittsburg, 
thence to Colombus, Dayton, 
Indianapolis, St. Louis, Kansas 
City, Wichita, Amarillo Albuquer- 


.que, Winslow, Kingman and Los 


Angeles. : . 

Still further south one could fly 
from Norfolk to Washington, Rich- 
mond, Atlanta, Jackson, Dallas, El 
Paso, Tucson, Phoenix and San 
Diego. There is no air line across 
Canada. In the eastern part of the 
Dominion, one can fly from Halifax 
to Windsor, and in the West from 
Winnipeg to Calgary. American 
lines connect Windsor with /Win- 
nipeg. From Calgary to Vancouver, 
however, there is no line, probably 
because of the high mountains of 
thia region. 

Except for one short gap, it {s 

now possible to fly from Panama to 
Herschel Island, going either west 
or cast of the Gulf of Mexico. . 
. The air lines go all: the way to 
Edmonton, but then one would have 
to go by train to Fort. McMurray. 
There air lines connect with Her- 
schel Island.—United Press.
